The Institute meeting was of three 
days' duration, during which time some 
of the most noted experts of the De- 
partment of Agriculture of the Nation- 
al (iovernrnent, and ot other Slates, in- 
structed the two hundred and odd dele- 
gates in the most improved methods of 
culture of crops.

WHY M'KINLEY 

WAS A MASON. 

A dinner to the Sovereign Grand 
and Citand Consistories of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottisn Rite was given 
at the Savor v last night by the consis- 
tories of the metropolitan district. 
Incidently it was the ninety ninth an- 
niversary Of the establishment of ;the 
Supreme Louncil of the United States. 

Gen Horatio C. King gave some 
reminiscences ol the civil war and 
told how President McKinlev came tn 
.loin tlje order. 

"It was during the campaign in the 
Shenandoah Valley, " he said. "Mc 
Kinlev, then a Captain.and mys.-lf.bis 
ranking officer at that time, were 
wslking through a hospital tent in 
which were a number of Confederate 
wonnded. The Captain DlOttOfl sur- 
prised to see the surgeon in charge of 
the ward talking to some ot the Con- 
federates as if he had know them 
all his life. He shook hands with them 
all, giving here and there small sums 
of money until his supply was exhaust - 
d McKinley asked the surgeon it he 
;q.w tlie men. 

"No" he replied. 

"Well, do you ever expect to get the 
monev back; McKinley asked 

"I presume some of them will return 
it when they can." said the doctor. 

• Why did you give it to them, any- 
way?" 

They were Masons, " said the 

doctor. 

The reply impressed McKinley so i 
that be immediately joined the lodge 
at Winchester, made famous by "Sheri- 
dan s Ride. After the war oe took 

I demit tc Canton Lodge. " 

Fiank T. Watson, Grand Command- 
er in Chief of the State, gave a biief 
history of the order inthe State and its 
early days in this country. Andrew J.

The other day I saw a little, modern 
book, In a green cover, on a table in 
a drawing room. I picked It up. It 
was about the early French In Canada, 
and my eye fell on a copy of a draw- 
ing by their leader, Champlln, or Cham 
plain The scene represented was an 
attack by the native allies of the 
French, the Algonqulns, on a fort held 
by Iroquois. The Algonqulns advanced 
through showers of arrows ui 
shields nearly as tall aa themselves, 
like doors with rounded tops. Now, 
you may see exactly the same tort of 
shields lu a picture of a Hon hunt, in 
laid In gold and silver, on the bronzi 
blade of a dagger found by Dr. Schlle- 
mann In "the grave of Agamemnon."

There 
were so many members of the last 
Legislature who wanted to get their 
bills endorsed bv the women that tbe 
Legislative Committee of our Federa- 
tion had to sit one day in every week 
to give bearings to them. Women 
outside the equal suffrage States do 
not hav« this experience. " 

Mrs. A. Watson Lister, secretary of 
the Woman's National Council of Aus- 
tralia, visited the United States last 
year. At a meeting in Boston, she 
said: 

"One striking result or equal suffr- 
age Is that members of Parliament 
now consult us as to their bills, when 
these bear upon interests of women. 
The author of the new divorcee bill 
asaed representatives of all the worn 
en's organizations to come together 
and hear him read it, and to n 
criticisms and suggestion*. I do not 
remember any such tning happening 
before women obtained the franchise. 
After we had worked for years witn 
members of Parliament for vanous re- 
forms, without avail, because we had 
no votes, yon cannot imagine tbe differ 
ence. When we held meetings tc 
advocate pnbile measures that women 
wanted, we used to have to go ont in- 
to the high-ways an hegdes and com- 
pel tbe members of Parliament to oomi

A jut of LAW, 

The following ordinance taken from the book of City Ordinances 
of Cloverport shows very plainly to our mind thatcertain businesses now 
in operation in Cloverport on Sunday are in open violation of the law. 
The evidence in these particular cases is more than prima facie, it is 
to our mind, absolutely plain evidence of guilt. We presume the or- 
dinance was compiled and passed by the City Council with the view 
of l>eing enforced. Present conditions, however, make it, pure and 
simple, a mockery. The ordinance reads: 

"No work or business shall be done on the Sabbath day, except the ordinary 
household offices, or other work of necessity or charity, or work required in the 
maintenance or operation ol a ferry, skiff or 8teambo»t, or steam or street rail- 
roads. If any person on the Sabbaih day sha!l himself be found at hit own, or 
mny other trade or calling, or shall employ his apprentices, or other person, iu 
labor or other business, whether the same be for profit or amusement, unless such 
as is permitted above, he shall be fined not less than two nor more than fifty dol- 
lars for each offense Every petson or apprentice so employed shall be deemed a 
separate offense. Persons who are members of a religious society, who observe 
as a Sabbath any other day in the week than Sunday, shall not be liable to the 
penalty prescribed in this ordinance, if they observe aa a Sabbath one day in each 
seven, as herein provided." 

Asa little contrast to the above ordinance, we reproduce below an 
ordinance regarding tire works, which was rigidly (very rigidly) en- 
forced during the Christmas holidays. It is as follows: 

"It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to explode or set fire to any 
fire-crackers, fire wheel, sky-rocket, rornan- -andle or any fire works of any kind 
or character, on or iu any street, alley, or other public place, within the corporate 
limits of the City of Cloverport, or at any other place within the corporate limits 
of said city. Any person violating the provisions of this ordinance, or any part 
thereof, shall be fined not less than one nor mo'e than ten dollars for each 
offense." 

One ordinance stands primarily for the protection of man: the 
other for the protection of the consecration of the Sabbath. The Sab- 
bath day is of God's own creation. Do we reverence man more than 
God? The contrast hetween the enforcement and non-enforcement of 
these ordinances i> so striking as to make the unweary believe that 
Cloverport has a higher reverence for man than (iod. But, thank 
God. we do not think this is the case.

' It shall be unlawful for any person or persona to congregate, loaf or loiter 
upon any of the sidewalks, streets, corner of streets, or public places of the City of 
Cloverport so as to obstruct the free passage thereof or so as to interfere with any 
business conducted within said city, and each and every person 
shall, for each offense, be fined not leas than one nor more than twenty-five 
dollars 

"If any able-bodied person be found begging, loitering or 
not having the meanB to support himself by some visible property, or does not be 
take himself to labor at some honest and lawful calling to obtain a livelihood, or 
who i3 idle or dissolute in habits, or is found loafing or idling about places of evil 
resort without visible means of support, thall be arrested and adjudged to be a 
vagrant and a nuisance, and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined by the police 
court in a sum not less than one dollar nor more than twenty-five dollars for each

Ntll) 
Grant who, next to Alice Roosevel 
had the most brilliant White House 
wedding received many costly gifts 
from all parts of the world but her 
trophies pale by comparison with those 
of the first White House bride of the 
present century. For one thing there 
were only two hundred guests at the 
marriage of Nelly Grant and Algernon 
Sartorls whereas nearly one thousand 
persons were Invited to the White 
House wedding of 190G and of course 
the number of presents in the latter 
case outnumbers those in the former 
instance In the same proportion. 
Recognized as Great World Power. 

Then too, Uncle Sam was not near- 
ly so much of a World Power ih the 
days of President Grant as he has 
been since the Spanlsh-Amerit 
War and consequently it is small won- 
der If the various rulers of the world 
have manifested greater Interest In the 
nuptials of UM daughter of the pres- 
ent Chief Magistrate than they did 
In the similar ev.nt a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. 

However, it should be explained 
Just here that President Roosevelt's 
daughter has received very few pre- 
sents from foreign governments — al- 
most all of the gifts having come from 
the sovereigns or other rulers as In- 
dividuals. That the governments 
should not send tokens was the express 
wish of President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
and was clearly indicated 



designed as a gift either for royalty or 
for some distinguished son of France 
and even such honor has been paid 

It was the wish of the French people 
and officials to present to the White 
House bride the most exquisite and 
precious thing that could be selected 
and quite naturally they selected 
special product of their best workshop. 
This Gobelin tapestry,— the only one

a painting made by Ehrman of Stras- 
burg, a famous Alsatian painter. 

The tapestry is two feet wide and 
four feet long and the predominating 
colors are blue, green and yellow.

This tap- 
estry, small as it is, is said to be worth 
from $25,000 to $50,000 

Jeweled Necklace from Cuba.

He was admitted to the bar 
of Alabama in 184.1; was a Presiden- 
tial elector In 180.0 for the State at 
large and voted for Breckinridge and 
Lane; was a delegate in ISM from 
Dallas county to the State convention 
which passed the ordinance of secess- 
ion; Joined the Confederate army In 
1801 as a private In the Cahaba Rifles, 
nd when that company was assign- 
ed to the Fifth Alabama regiment 
John Morgan was elected a major and 
later Heut-colonel of the reriment. 
Ho was commissioned a colonel In 
18C2 and Taleed the fifty-first Alabama 
regiment, and came out of the war a 
brigadier-general In command of an 
Alabama brigade. He was Presiden- 
tial elector In 1876 and voted for 
Samuel J. Tllden, and was elected to 
the United States Senate to succeed 
George Goldthwaite, taking his seat

When Miss Maud Titus of Newark, 
N. J., rescued her friend Laura Reif- 
snyder from drowning in a yachting 
accident In Casco Bay. Nova Scotia, 
July 30. 1904, t,ht did not know that 
her act placed her under the watchful 
eye of Andrew Carnsgie, the Steel 
King. Miss Titus and her unfortunate 
friend were out yachting on that fate- 
ful day when a sudden squall upset 
heir yacht. Miss Titus is an expert 
swimmer, while Miss Kelfsnyder un 




able to swim, quickly sank in the deep 
water. Upon coming to the surface, 
however, she was seized by the Newark 
heroine who brought her safely to 
shore. 

For her act of heroism. Miss Titus, 
who is only sixteen years old, was a 
warded a Carnegie medal, although 
at the time her name was under con- 
sideration, hundreds of other persons 
were brought forward as worthy of re- 
ward. 

Since receiving the medal Miss 
Titus's father died leaving insufficient 
money to send her to college as she 
craved. Miss Reifsnyder, apprised the 
Carnegie commission of her friend's 
desire for an education and the com 
mission decided to grant her $2,500 
Five hundred dollars of this is to be 
paid upon her entrance to a school.

Many Half Orphans. 
Complete orphanage Is less frequent 
than Is generally supposed. In most

It has 
been universally agreed, however, that 
the best means for caring for the wuifa 
of great cities is by providing them 
with homes In country families. Tba 
precaution of first making sure that 
the child's parents or relatives will 
never be able or willing to care for It 
Is nrged.

WHY FENCE WIRE RUSTS. 

Department of Agriculture says 
Farmers Use Cheap Material. 
A bulletin Betting forth the results of 
an Investigation made by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture into the corrosion 



country. Many complaints have been 
made to the department in the lasi 
year regarding the present quality of 
iron an steel wire used i 'enclng, and 
to Improve these conditions, wit the 
hope f determining some remedy for 
the corrosion. Secretary Wilson order- 
ed a thorough Investigation. un tli 
perts ame to the conclusion that the 
chief trouble Is that the average arm- 
e insists on using the cheapest vlr 
for fencing, and the cheap wire natural- 
ly corrodes. 

The department claims that some 
manufacturers hold that If it were pos 
slble to make a better uruae ot wire at 
even a slightly higher price, it would 
be useless to put it on the market, as 
the American farmer would not buy It, 
because he desires cheapness above 
other consideration. 

The result of preliminary experi- 
ments made by the Agricultural De- 
partment pointed to the manganese In 
the wire as undoubtedly being he chief 
cause of the corrosion, and It Is stated 
that the more manganese there Is pres- 
ent in fence wire the quicker it will 
rust or deteriorate.

$100,000 FOR FED- 
ERAL BUILDINGS.

Association of Mexii -anilWur Veterans 
have in st concluded their annual con 
vettion. There were only fJtry mem- 
bers present, although therr are 8,700 
veterans of that stiuggle still alive 
Death, however, is fast thinning the 
ranks tuat one faced the armies of 
Santa Ana. On Friday the veterans 
paid their respects to Congress, were 
pbotogiuphed on the steps of the War 
Department, were received by the' 
President in the East Room of tbe 
White House, and wound up a stren- 
uous tlay as guests at a reception given 
in honor by the Dames of 184H. Tbe 
principal business of the conversation 
was consideration of bills now pending 
in Congress to increase the pensions 
paid to the veteans ot the Mexican 
War. Congiess was tola that 18,100, • 
000 would bt sufM jient to meet the in 
crease daring the rlist year, and that 
there after tbe decrease in the number 
ot vet«rans from deatn won Id average 
35 per cent each yeai. The aged 
warriors pbilosopbicaly declare that 
none of those who crossed the Rio 
Grande against the armies of Mexico 
will lie left at the expiration of five 
more years. 

That the Senate Committee has 
reported the Hepburn rate bill wltu- 
out an amendment providing tor 
judicial review realy means little. It 
is recognized generally now that the 
tight will come anyway on the Hoot of 
the Senate, and that whatever amend- 
ments aie made will lie made here. 
Little doubt is expressed that what 
ever bill is passed will have incorpo- 
rated tue right of judicial review of 
the decisions of the Interstate Com 
merce Commission. Without this 
saving clause, it is contended, any bill 
would b? unconstitutional. In support 
ot thi; contention it is pointed oat 
that the Constitution provides that 
private property shall not be taken 
witnout dne process of law, anil any 
statue empowering a commission to 
H'duce or increase railroad rates coiues 

railroad rates ai 
If tbe rate is 
of the railroad is taken | if the rate 
is raised, the piopory of the shipper is 
usurped. Thus, it is argued, if the 
government is to interfere with prop- 
erty, the method must be in conform- 
ity with the Constitution, aid provi 
sion be made in any statute delegating 
this extraordinaiy Authority. This 
method is followed in eveiy state hav 
ing a railroad commission, and the 
friends of the President are urging 
him to make c ertain, by adopting th<s 
method of judicial review, that the 
bill to be reported will not oe shorn of 
all power on the grounds of nm onstitu 
tionality. 

It takes at least two years for a man 
to become valuable to Uncle Sam as a 
soldier. This is the substan.-e of an 
Interesting report which the Secretary 
of War has transmitted to the Senate 
in connection witn the draft of a pro- 
vison td extend the term of enlistment 
for soldiers in the Porto Kican Provis- 
ional Regiment of Infantry. These 
men are now enlisted for a period of 
two years only, and re enlistment is 
pronibited in time of peace except in 
the cose of non commissioned offices. 
It is believed that this prohrbition is 
harmful to the welfare ot the regi- 
ment, as the men upon disohage geu 
erally return to their homes, revert 
to their former status, and the mili 
tary knowledge which they have ac- 
quired and are supposed to impart 
to their fellow men amounts to noth- 
ing. Military autnoritits are ot the 
opinion that an Infantry soldiei can- 
not be developed in less than two 
tears, and for this reason the Secreta- 
ry of War is attempting to increase 
the efficiency of the army by removing 
in Porto Rico the prohibition against 
ie- enlisting after a period of service 
about sufficient to make the soldiers 
really valuable. The regimental com- 
mander believes that the prohibition 
should be removed, and the field 
others and company commanders are 
unanimous in advocating increased 
length of
